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Council funds 
safety lobbyist

The City of Romulus could receive $435,890 from the state and 
fund up to 10 police officers if the Public Safety Assistance Bill is 
passed through the state legislature. 

Local officials are positive enough about the bill and its effects 
that the City of Romulus has joined a consortium with the 32 other 
cities that qualify for the money to fund a lobbyist who would 
pursue passage of the bill. 

Last week members of city council voted uanimously to 
direct $500 from the police budget to join the consortium and pay 
for the lobbyist. 

The amount each city would pay was determined by the consor¬ 
tium and based upon the population of the city. Example: Cities 
over 100,000 in population would pay $2000 and cities under 30,000 
in population would pay $500 and assessed amounts in between. 
Total cost to fund the lobbyist for six months would be $33,000. 

The Public Safety Assistance Program is designed to offer 
state financial assistance to Michigan cities that qualify under a 
three part formula: 

1) the number of Index Crimes per Capita, which measures the 
incidents of major crimes in each community, such as rape, 
assault and larceny. 

2) State Equalized Valuation per Capita, a tax base measure 
which indicates the relative ability of each city to pay for basic 
services such as police and fire protection. 

3) Tax Burden per Capita, which measures the amount of prop¬ 
erty taxes, city taxes and utility user taxes paid in each city. 

According to this formula the City of Romulus ranks 30th of the 32 
cities which qualify. However, in the 1984 Index of Crimes per 
Capita, the city ranks 11th. 

“Romulus qualifies as a crime problem area,’’ said Romulus 
Police Chief Wilmoth. “This money is specifically earmarked to 
help communities which experience a crime problem.’’ 

The financial assistance for the program would come from the 
re-allocating of 5 cents of the state cigarette tax, no longer 
needed for the state accounting debt fund to the Public Safety 
Assistance Program according to the proposed resolution. 

The consortium through the lobbyist would monitor the prog¬ 
ress of the bill and keep the community updated on its ensuing 
passage. 

“We need strong support for this bill. The money could fund 10 
police officers if we decided to spend the money on personnel. The 
money will not be for one year only but will continue under the 
terms of the bill, year after year. Even if the cigarette taxes are 
reduced, the tax for public safety will remain,” Wilmoth said.

Hotel, industrial 
park make debut 


Last Thursday the City of 
Romulus took a giant step into 
the future when the community 
broke ground for one of its 
largest industrial parks in the 
morning and in the evening 
opened the doors to the tallest 
city building, the seven-story 
Days Inn. 

The groundbreaking cere¬ 
mony for a 225- acre industrial 
park near 1-275 and Eureka 
Road marked the dedication of 
what Rich Vischolil, director of 
Community and Economic De¬ 
velopment, called a “hot” in¬ 
dustrial area.

other notables including mem¬ 
bers of the Wahrman family 
who at one time owned the 
property. 

Later that day, many of the 
same officials attended the

Safety Division said. “The 
Attorney General has agreed 
with the ACLU not to conduct 
any further check lanes until 
after a May 29 court date.” 


Other communities to take a 
public stand against the check 
lanes are Troy and Southfield. 

The program was, however, 
ruled constitutional in Mas¬ 
sachusetts one year ago, a 
council member noted. 

The motion by the Romulus 
City Council stated, “The City 
of Romulus is opposed to the 
proposed sobriety check lanes. 
Further, the Romulus Police 
department will not partici¬ 
pate in the check nor will the 
City of Romulus expend any 
city funds for such purposes.” 

Captain Ken Caperson, com¬ 
manding officer of the Traffic 


general at the urging of the 
American Civil Liberties Un¬ 
ion, postponed a decision about 
the constitutionality of the 
check lanes until May 29. This 
was not until the controversial 
program arrested two offen¬ 
ders in its first road block early 
Sunday morning in Saginaw 
County. 

A majority of the Romulus 
City Council members were 
against such check lanes be¬ 
cause of the cost factor to the 
local community and the possi¬ 
ble unconstitutionality of in¬ 
fringement on an individual’s 
rights.

Tornadoes, rain nor gloom of 
night could dampen spirits at 
the Romulus Festival. It was a 
huge success according to local 
officials. 

A parade honoring the 1986 
Basketball Champs and their 
coach,A1 Wilkerson, marched 
down the main street of Romu¬ 
lus and kicked off the festival.

On Saturday, a new course 
record was set during the 10 
kilometer run through the 
heart of Romulus. About 247 
runners participated in the 
run. Melba Hatch of Canton, 
the 1985 Michigan Runner of 
the Year, and Tim Fox, the 1985 
winner of the Free Press 
Marathon, were among the not¬ 
able runners in attendance. 

“This is the fourth year I’ve 
run in this j'ace. My time was 
four minutes slower than last 
year. I hope that means I’m 
working harder in Lansing,” 
joked Kosteva. 

“It was midnight before the 
festival closed on Saturday. 
People were having such a 
good time we practically had to 
escort them to the gate,” said 
festival organizer Gayle Mach. 

Although additional tents 
sheltered people from the anti¬ 
cipated rain, the unexpected, 
unofficial sighting of a tornado 
on Saturday caused little dis¬ 
turbance at the festival. 


“At about 5 p.m. on Saturday 
we received word from the 
police department that they 
had calls stating that a tornado 
was sighted near Bellevue and 
1-94. So we had to take action. 
We shut down the rides and 
directed everyone into the Arts 
and Crafts Building. In 15 mi¬ 
nutes it was all clear,” said 
Mach. 

“The festival was real nice 
this year and better than aver¬ 
age. We sponsored new events 
like Ken Boshell, the chainsaw 
artist and the entertainment by 
the band “First Choice” on 
Saturday and Bob Springfield 
on Sunday was fantastic. We 
really had a good turnout,” she 
smiled. 

The festival did close early 
on Sunday because of the non¬ 
stop rain. 

The carnival, the parade, 
Kiwanis Pancake Feast, the 10 
kilometer run, the Horse Shoe 
Tournament, the Youth Grand 
Prix, the entertainment, the 
square dancing and even the 
BINGO were held without inci¬ 
dent. 

‘‘Only two people were 
arrested. One person was in¬ 
volved in a family squabble 
and the other was arrested for 
disorderly conduct. Nothing 
happened out of the ordinary or 
we haven’t received any com¬ 
plaints as of yet,” said Police 
Chief Charles Wilmoth Monday 
morning. 

“There were no fist fights nor 
anything major. Some people 
drink too much, but that’s nor¬ 
mal,” said Mach. 

The police department did 
work overtime during the para¬ 
de to monitor any potential 
problems. Six police reserves 
worked with six officers on 
overtime during the festival.

Tornado tests planned 

Tornado season is here and according to the office of 
Emergency Preparedness and it’s deputy director, Margaret 
Leduc, a new practice of testing and activating the warning 
system has been initiated by the City of Romulus. In case of a 
tornado or severe storm, on the first Saturday of every month 
at 1 p.m. the sirens will sound around the city to insure their 
operational capacity in the event of an emergency. Should a 
tornado be cited or severe weather conditions exist, the siren 
will sound for three to five steady minutes. This warning 
means to take cover in a designated area of the building. The 
difference between a “watch” and a “warning” is that a 
“watch” means conditions are favorable for a tornado while a 
“warning” states that a tornado has been sighted and to take 
cover. At home it is best to go to the basement or lower level 
away from any glass windows. In offices, schools and factor¬ 
ies, officials should review the proper course of action to insure 
the safety of their employees and students. If a “warning” has 
been issued do not call the police and jam the phone lines but 
turn on your television or radio. Local officials will leave any 
instructions with them.

Before many local phone us¬ 
ers reach out and touch some¬ 
one this summer, they will first 
have to reach out to the ballot 
box and elect the phone com¬ 
pany they want to use. 

The deadline for this decision 
is nearing for many local resi¬ 
dents under the provisions of 
the equal-access act passed by 
the federal court system in 
1984. Under the provisions of 
the deregulation of AT&T and 
the local phone companies, the 
federal courts have ruled that 
local phone companies must 
give “equal access” to all long 
distance companies - such as 
Sprint, MCI and Allnet - and 
not give favortism to AT&T. 

Under the law, nearly all of 
the phone owners in the coun¬ 
try should have chosen one of 
the many long-distance com¬ 
panies by the end of the year. 
Locally, that “equal access” 
period ends in mid-August. 

During the time period be¬ 
fore the “equal access’ dead¬ 
line, phone users can decide to 
break away from their current 
carrier, AT&T, and go with 
another firm or stay with the 
old stand-by, either way, with 
no costs or penalties, according 
to Jenay Southwick, a public 
relations representative from 
GTE Sprint, one of the com¬ 
panies now providing long¬ 
distance service. 

After that grace period, 
Southwick said, a fee - usually 
$5 - will be charged when 
switching from one long¬ 
distance company to another. 

The equal access time in 
which phone customers have 
been sent ballots from their loc¬ 
al phone companies to select a 
long-distance carrier went into 
effect Jan. 1, 1984. Those cus¬ 
tomers that returned the bal¬ 
lots were provided with dial 1- 
plus services similiar to those 
with AT&T at no charge. Those 
who did not return the ballots, 
however, were automatically 
given the more than 100-year- 
old company as the long¬ 
distance carrier. 

The federal courts struck 
down that practice and re¬ 
quired that all customers who 
did not vote be automatically 
assigned a company in propor¬ 
tion to the number of people 
who did vote within a given 
area. Thus, the majority of 
non-voting long-distance phone 
users were given the carrier 
that the majority of voting 
members elected within the 
given area or exchange. 

More than two years after 
the breakup of AT&T, the 
switch to equal access, owning 
phones and competition be¬ 
tween long-distance com¬ 
panies has caused scores of 
confused phone users who only 
want to be able to successfully 
call for help when necessary 
and call Auntie Mae on her 
birthday, according South¬ 
wick. 

The GTE Sprint representa¬ 
tive said that most residents 
are opting not to make any 
changes in their current phone 
procedures for fear of loss of 
quality and service, fears that 
are under justified in her 
opinion. 

The surge to switch will hit

one certain long-distance tele¬ 
phone service. 

Many long-distance com¬ 
panies are offering special fea- 
tures such as volume dis¬ 
counts, speed dialing and busi¬ 
ness-oriented options. Some 


could make it all even more 
confusing is the possible switch 
from one common local phone 
company to an array of com¬ 
panies vying for customers. 
However, such an event is far 
off in coming, if ever, she said.

According to Southwick. be¬ 
fore equal access, consumers 
could still utilize the services of 
another company, however, 
most users were required to in¬ 
put up to 22 digits to make one 
long-distance call. Now with 
equal access, she said, only the 
number 1 and area code is re¬ 
quired to be dialed when mak¬ 
ing a long-distance call. 

Southwick explained that 
much of the confusion about 
long-distance calling stems 
from changes occurring in the 
local phone companies as well. 
Although consumers cannot 
elect their own local phone ser¬ 
vice supplier, she said, each 
local system is divided dif¬ 
ferently and operates in a 
unique manner. Michigan, for 
example, is broken into five loc¬ 
al calling areas - LATAs - and a 
call from one LATA to the next 
is considered a long-distance 
call. Four of the zones area lo¬ 
cated in the lower peninsula 
while southeastern Michigan is 
basically split in half with JacK- 
son, in LATA 4 and Detroit and 
Ann Arbor in LATA 5. 

According to Southwick, loc¬ 
al calls are billed from the local 
phone company, in this case 
Michigan Bell. Long-distance 
calls, however, are billed 
through a separate company 
like Sprint and MCI. 

While AT&T still holds a 85 to 
90 percent share of the long¬ 
distance telephone market, 
Southwick said that number 2 
and 3 contenders, MCI and 
Sprint, are gaining speed. 
When looking for a company, 
one should remember, she 
said, that no two people have 
the same needs and no two peo¬ 
ple will then be best fitted with

companies charge a minimum 
fee each month whether or not 
the service Is used, Southwick 
said, while others offer off- 
peak hours discounts and spe¬ 
cialized rates. 

Currently, only AT&T offers 
directory assistance, she said, 
and only a few of the long¬ 
distance companies have the 
capacity to call throughout the 
U.S., Canada, Mexico and 
overseas. However, she ex¬ 
plained, just because a custom¬ 
er picks one long-distance car¬ 
rier doesn’t mean they can’t 
use another that offers some 
service they need such as over¬ 
seas calling. 

By dialing a special five¬ 
digit code, phone users can 
place a call through another 
carrier and be billed by the loc¬ 
al phone company. To use the 
feature, the phone user must 
first dial the access code and 
then the telephone number. 

If it all sounds confusing, 
that’s because it probably is, 
said Southwick. And what 


“All of this is really not that 
different. But we all have a lot 
of decisions to make as con¬ 
sumers,” said Southwick. “A 
lot of people want to save 
money but they are concerned 
about breaking away from the 
way things have been.” 

Southwick urged local phone 
users who are facing an August 
deadline for the “equal ac¬ 
cess” switch to call the various 
long-distance carriers and dis¬ 
cuss services and rate struc¬ 
tures. It is this way, she said, 
that the customer can tailor his 
needs to the individual com¬ 
panies. 

However, even more impor¬ 
tant, she added, is that a deci¬ 
sion be made one way or 
another so that the ability to 
reach out and touch Aunt Susie 
in Anchorage, Alaska, or Uncle 
Joe in Cut’nshoot, Texas, won’t 
be disconnected by a computer 
at the local phone company 
which will allocate a company 
for you.

What is “equal access” and why is it happening? 

The 1982 agreement between the U.S. Justice Department and 
AT&T, in addition to separating local phone companies from 
AT&T, required that all long-distance companies be granted 
‘‘equal access’ to the highest quality connections by local phone 
companies. Previously, only AT&T enjoyed the highest-quality 
connections, putting other long-distance companies at a competi¬ 
tive disadvantage requiring bush-button phones and the need to 
dial extra digits. 


How will I know when I have equal access? 

Your local phone company is required to notify you in writing 90 
days prior to implementation of equal access in your area. You will 
be asked to selected your primary long-distance carrier. 

Will I be able to use companies other than my primary long¬ 
distance carrier? 

Yes. To reach a long-distance company other than the one you 
have selected, dial the five-digit code for the company and the 
number. 


What happens if I don’t vote? 

The local telephone company will send a second ballot stating the 
company assigned to you through the computer pick and if you do 
not reply by the indicated date it will be assigned to you. You may, 
however, change this company at a later date. 


Does equal access cost anything? 

There is no charge for the first selection. A charge of about $5 will 
be in effect for each additional switch in carriers. 


How will billing be handled? 

Your local phone company will continue to bill for local calls and 
for those you make on a company that is not your primary carrier. 
Your primary carrier will bill you for long-distance calls. 


Call I still reach an operator? 

Selecting an alternate long-distance company does not affect your 
local service. You may still dial the operator by pressing “0”. 


How will I make long-distance calls from a pay phone? 

You must dial a five-digit code of the company you wish to handle 
your call, which identifies who will be billed for the call. Some new 
pay phones allow you to push only a button with the logo of the 
company to make this decision.

Commission votes 
to oust Youngblood 


A second vote to eliminate 
the office of the county drain 
commissioner has been 
approved by the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners. 

Voting 8-7 in favor of the 
proposal, the board members 
approved a Nov. 4 general elec¬ 
tion ballot proposal to decide 
the fate of the post currently 
held by Charles N. Young¬ 
blood. 

Principally sponsored by 
Commissioner Milton Mack, 
the proposal authorizes a char¬ 
ter amendment permitting the 
county Office of Public Ser¬ 
vices to exercise most of the 
current powers and duties of 
the drain commissioner. 

This was the second time 
commissioners have voted on 


the issue in one month. A pre-i 
vious attempt to approve the' 
proposal two weeks ago was re¬ 
jected by a vote of 6-5, with 
three abstentions. 

“Many citizens and com¬ 
munity leaders have been out¬ 
raged by the drain commis¬ 
sioner and his activities, dis¬ 
tressed over how the projects 
of the office are handled and 
have sworn to eliminate the 
office,” said Mack. 

Mack said that currently the 
office of drain commissioner is 
not fully accountable to the 
county, but instead is more “an 
independent operation for 
which we are liable, but have 
no power of oversight or man¬ 
agement.”

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A costly silence 


It isn't often that we give our views about a 
business or its operating procedures. But when 
we suspect a business might be misleading the 
public and using unethical tactics to confuse its 
customers, we feel that the public has a right to 
know. 

Such is the case with Group W Cable of Wayne 
which appeared before the Wayne Cable 
Commission members last Thursday defend¬ 
ing a “new” policy regarding the addition or 
deletion of premium services. According to 
Lori Prolo, general manager at the cable sys¬ 
tem, a letter was sent to all Group W subscri¬ 
bers earlier this year stating that a $14.95 
charge would be added to the bill of any sub¬ 
scriber who adds a pay-cable channel or dis¬ 
continues one. Miss Prolo, however, failed to 
mention that Group W officials only subtly 
mentioned this new policy and never spelled 
out the policy and new fees in clear, under¬ 
standable language. 

In her letter, Prolo said that the monthly 
charge for three premium cable services 
would be increased $1. She also introduced an 
“All Service Free Preview Weekend” and an 
offer to receive the “fabulous services” for 
those that acted immediately for no charge, 
“a savings of $14.95.” 

Needless to say, in no way, shape or form does 
the letter describe out any change in the com¬ 
pany policy for discontinuing service. To the 
average reader, this letter was probably just re¬ 
garded as an advertising promotion and dis- 
garded. It did not reflect nor represent the nature 
of a policy change for the cable rate structure. 
We feel this action may misleading and un¬ 
ethical. 

Prolo defended the $14.95 fee for dropping a 
pay channel as well as what she called an 
attempt to notify subscribers in advance of 
the new charge. She said that the letter men¬ 
tioned a new charge for installation (which it 
does not), a term that she feels indicates both 
the addition and deletion of cable service. 

“You’re right. (The letter) doesn’t say we 
charge $14.95 to drop a service. I guess in¬ 
stallation charge is just that. If you look in 
Webster’s Dictionary it means to adjust ser¬ 
vice,” said Prolo. “Why we’re charging is be¬ 
cause we’re trying to reduce the chui'n. Last 


year we had 818 disconnects.” 

Even though we must reiterate that the let¬ 
ter Prolo sent to subscribers did not mention 
anything but a free installation, we took the 
liberty of looking the word installation up 
ourselves. 

in-stal-la-tion 1 . an installing or being in¬ 
stalled. 2. a complete mechanical appartaus 
fixed in position for use 3. any military post, 
camp, base, etc. 

in-stall 1. to place in an office, rank, etc., 
with formality or ceremony 2. to estbalish in a 
place or condition; settle 3. to fix in position 
for use. 

Perhaps our Webster’s Dictionary is not the 
one Miss Prolo uses or perhaps she is trying to 
cover up for the vague and misleading change 
of policy. 

If Group W wants to charge $14.95 to discon¬ 
nect a premium channel that’s their business. 
Although we feel such a move is ridiculous 
and a poor business practice, Group W offi¬ 
cials are free to run their company as they see 
fit. 

However, when making a change in policy, 
especially for customers that have signed a 
contract like those who subscribe to cable, the 
company should clearly explain when a 
change in policy is being implemented and 
give customers a chance to cancel their ser¬ 
vice without a penalty. 

As we see it, a $14.95 disconnect fee would be 
reason enough to cancel the cable service 
completely. However, a misleading letter 
that clearly does not mention such a fee is 
evidence that the cable company may be partici¬ 
pating unfair and unethical business practices. 

We recommend that Group W officials offer 
another “grace period” for free premium ser¬ 
vice cancellations and a letter that clearly 
explains to every subscriber that if he or she 
cancels his HBO, Showtime, Cinemax, Bravo 
or HTN, he or she had better be ready to fork 
over $14.95 at the same time. 

And a last suggestion: Maybe Group W can 
supply all Wayne residents with the Webster’s 
Dictionary used at the cable offices. Perhaps 
then we could all be thinking on the same level 
and alleviate some of these misunderstand¬ 
ings. 


Straight from the heart 


Melvin Straight has an interesting theory. 
It is his suspicion that students cannot learn 
unless they are in attendance when the les¬ 
sons are explained, and that in order to under¬ 
stand teachers, children need to show up on 
time to hear the entire explanation of assign¬ 
ments. 

How revolutionary. 

Straight also contends that the schools have 
ah obligation to teach children that what they 
do is important, that learning is of inestim¬ 
able value and not to- be treated lightly. In 
short, Straight wants students to know that 
they must have some respect for the schools 
they attend and that the rules regarding 
attendance, tardiness and behavior are to be 
respected ... by everybody. 

Times have changed. What Straight, a 
counselor at the Willaim D. Ford Vocational 
Center, is advocating is a rather old- 
fashioned concept of fair play and regard for 
good form. He suggests that students show up 
for class on time and that absences from 
those classes be explained, recorded, and tre¬ 
ated as a serious threat to learning. 

Straight is more than correct in his conten¬ 
tion. There is far too little respect for schools 
as a place of study and professionalism, by 
both students and, in some cases, teachers. 

It is time all educators, administrators, 
teachers and counselors remind them 
selves that they ai'e, in fact, professionals 
who attended schools for a number of years to 
learn to do what they are paid for. What they 
are paid for is to educate our young, and our 
young are the most valuable resource in our 
country today. It would then follow suit that 
these professionals are of the highest caliber 
and deserve to respect themselves and their 
profession. Perhaps they would then begin to 
demand that their students do the same. 


Teaching is a job of the utmost 
responsibility and deserves the re¬ 
spect of us all - but respect must 
be demanded, and earned. 


There is no excuse for the lack of enforce¬ 
ment of attendance and tardiness rules in 
schools today. We strongly support strict 
adherence to the policies many districts 
already have on the books but do not enforce. 
Students must once again be infused with the 
feeling that attending school, obtaining an 
education and respecting the authority fi¬ 
gures who provide that learning opportunity 
to them is a matter of the utmost importance 
to their futures and, indeed, their very sur¬ 
vival. 

Teaching is a job of the utmost responsibil¬ 
ity and deserves the respect of us all - but 
respect must be demanded, and earned. As a 
wise man once said, you cannot be walked on 
until you lie down. 

We suggest that teachers not lie down. We 
hope they will, like Straight, come forward 
and demand the respect and treatment that is 
their due. Children should not arrive late for 
school without some consequences of that ac¬ 
tion. Students should not repeatedly miss 
class for less than a medical reason without 
some prescribed penalty. 

Possession of guns, knives or anything that 
might resemble a weapon should result in ex¬ 
pulsion without recourse and fighting should 
be as serious a crime. 

A number ot teachers have phoned our 
office this week, commending Straight for his 
views and agreeing with him. They claim that 

the responsibility for the en¬ 
forcement of these attendance 
policies rests with the adminis¬ 
tration in the district. Each 
caller claims that administra¬ 
tors fear the loss of state aid 
and therefore hesitate to expel 
or drop students from the re- 
cords-thus allowing the con¬ 
stant insult to both the integri¬ 
ty of the teachers and the 
school system. 

We would strongly urge 
administrators and the mem¬ 
bers of the board of education 
who ultimately control these 
policies and practices to de¬ 
mand accountability for en¬ 
forcement of the attendance 
rules and other regulations de¬ 
signed to protect our teachers 
from the lack of respect so 
abundant today and to instill in 
our students a pride in the 
education available to them.

flying solo

David and the monkey 



One of the greatest frustrations in life is 
attempting to provide aid and comfort to others 
with thought, word or deed and being rebuf fed .. 

. and this frustration reaches the level of genuine 
pain when there is a feeling of closeness to the 
individual we are trying to help. 

When we decide that we are going to give it 
the “old college try” to help someone psycho¬ 
logically, educationally or emotionally 
through the benefit of our alleged wisdom, or 
in some tangible way, failure is painful. 

We’ve all seen doctors, lawyers and various 
other professionals who have an attitude of 
distance or an aloofness about them which 
separates them from others. Sometimes this 
mannerism can be interpreted as a somewhat 
superior coldness. It is, however, very often a 
defense mechanism. I suspect that if these 
professionals allow their patients or clients to 
get close to them by entering their personal 
psychological space, they become vulner¬ 
able. 

What does a doctor, for example, do when 
he has diagnosed an ailment, prescribed the 
medical cure and the patient then doesn't 
take the medication? Furthermore, if it is a 
serious, life-threatening problem and the pa¬ 
tient dies, how would he cope with the guilt if 
he had called this person his friend? 

What happens, perhaps, is that when one 
you have tried to help in some manner fails, 
their failure becomes, in a sense, your fai¬ 
lure. 

As an employer or manager in business, it 
is necessary to insulate ourselves to a degree 
from our co-workers and prevent ourselves 
from carrying the mental burden of their per¬ 
sonal trials and tribulations. When we allow 
the proverbial camel to nudge his nose under 
the side of our tent, we become vulnerable to 
the emotional swings of those to whom we be¬ 
came close. 

Our relatives and most particularly our 
children are the ones who can and often do get 
to us. We care about our kids so much that we 


can become fair game for them to pull our 
strings and manipulate us at their whim, ful¬ 
filling their own ends and desires. The text¬ 
book approach to this dilemma of living 
advises that when we get psychologically 
wounded we build walls, and by walling 
ourselves off, we protect ourselves from 
harm and pain. 

The walls, however, keep us from ex¬ 
periencing the essence of what life is all ab¬ 
out, the thrill of victory and the agony of de¬ 
feat. 

There are a multitude of books on the mar¬ 
ket that tell us how to pull our own strings, 
cope with life, deal with our fellow man. hand¬ 
le our children, manage our employees, et al. 
One I’ve found very interesting is a little num¬ 
ber that, while full of violence, sex and all 
manner of human failings, has some excel¬ 
lent guidelines and insights into the human 
mind. I highly recommend it. 

In it there’s a tale about a young guy named 
David who came up against an opponent cal¬ 
led Goliath. David was young, vulnerable and 
facing a problem he didn’t quite know how to 
handle. But, according to “the book ” he hit it 
straight on, faced the problem and risked it 
all. relying on the skills and talent within him¬ 
self. And, despite the overwhelming strength 
of the enemy pitted against him. he carried 
the day. 

Now, you may feel I’m stretching a point in 
this example, but the analogy is relevant, I 
think, to the question. Vulnerability and the 
threat of harm from those we must deal with, 
whether called friend or foe. is legend. We. in 
the end, must confront the issues of the day, 
look the problem in the eye and play to win. 
Choosing our battles carefully, of course, is 
necessary to our own survival. 

In a time management class, students are 
taught to watch for the monkey when other 
people approach them. Often someone comes 
with the plaintive cry, “Gee, I don't know

The atmosphere in schools 
should be returned to one of 
learning, respect for authority 
and a desire to better oneself. 
That, as teachers claim, must 
begin in the homes with pa¬ 
rents, but it must also take root 
with those in the schools.

They must 
not allow apathy and dis¬ 
couragement to creep into their 
lives and turn their students 
into no more than statistics.

With your mind’s eye you can 
frequently catch a glimpse of 
the proverbial monkey they 
carry on their back.

Perhaps if we put those who 
wish to shift their burdens to us 
without accepting any personal 
responsibility for them on 
notice that such conduct is no 
longer acceptable we will all be 
better off.

The Michigan Shared Credit 
Rating Act, effective April 1, 
should mean money saved for 
those local governments and 
school districts who want to 
make use of it. 

The new law is the corner¬ 
stone of a package of bills pro- 
viding municipalities and 
school districts with a way to 
finance capital improvements 
at lower cost. 

The law creates the Michi¬ 
gan Municipal Bond Authority. 
The authority has the power to 
issue bonds and, with the bond 
proceeds, make loans to local 
governments and school dis¬ 
tricts through the purchase of 
their bonds or notes. The result 
is lower interest rates for the 
local bonds. 

While the state treasurer 
serves on the board of direc- 
tors, the authority will act inde- 


pendently of the state Treasury 
Department by pledging the 
full faith and credit of the local 
unit taking part in the 
program. 

The practical use of his prog¬ 
ram is promising because it 
gives local units the option of 
borrowing under a variable 
rate system at perhaps 40 to 50 
percent below fixed rate bor¬ 
rowing costs. For a community 
selling $1 million in general 
obligation notes this could 
translate into savings of as 
much as $576,000. 

Taxpayers could benefit in 
several ways. For instance, 
since community borrows 
mainly by property taxes, that 
$576,000 could result in a prop¬ 
erty tax reduction and, ulti¬ 
mately, property tax relief. 

The new law reduces up¬ 
front costs related to bond 
issues to give the municipality 
or school district more money 


from the bond issue. It also re¬ 
duces the risks involved with 
local issuance of variable rate 
obligations that take advan¬ 
tage of the short end of the yield 
curve. 

The program is entirely 
voluntary. There is no obliga¬ 
tion for any local government 
or school district to participate 
in it. It merely gives local units 
a new alternative in financing 
important projects. 

The legislation Wbn final 
approval in the closing days of 
the 1985 session, with an effec¬ 
tive date of April 1, 1986. 

The program not only makes 
it possible for local govern¬ 
ments and school districts to 
take advantage of the State of 
Michigan improved credit rat¬ 
ing, but also offers a valuable 
tool in helping Michign to re¬ 
build the infrastructure which 
is so important to our future.

It used to be that “cabbies” 
were associated with crimes, 
rapes and public deception. 
But the owner of one local cab 
company is out to throw the 
flag on that reputation. 

Wali Karim, owner of the 
Metro Black and White Cab, 
Inc., has been operating his 
fleet of six cabs in the Inkster 
area for a little more than four 
months now. Even in an area 
where the automobile is king 
and mass transit is an idea that 
is still to come, Karim reported 
that he is seeing marked im¬ 
provement in the his cab busi¬ 
ness thanks to a new operating 
technique he has implemented. 

Having worked in and out of 
the cab-driving business for 
more than 17 years, Karim said 
he knows the business and he 
knows it well. With such experi¬ 
ence, he said, comes the know¬ 
ledge that the customer must 
trust the cab service and feel 
safe riding about town in a car 
sporting the cab company 
name. 

“I've been in and out of cabs 
for about 17 years. When the 
opportunity came to buy this 
business, I decided to take it 
up,” Karim said. “I think the 
public demands more profes¬ 
sionalism in the cab today. 
They require you to have quali¬ 
ty and intelligent drivers.” 

The scene at Metro Black 
and White is quite different 
from that of the famed “Taxi” 
on national television. There is 
no garage for Karim and his 
“cabbies” nor is there a dis¬ 
patcher cage where an irate 
and slightly demented dis¬ 
patcher can vent his frustra¬ 
tion against the drivers. 

Instead, Karim has opted to 
store the cabs he owns next to 
the Inkster Police Department, 
a safe spot at the very least, he 
said, and to hire a few drivers 
who own their own vehicles and 
therefore take their cars with 
them. 

The central dispatching post 


The clientele of the Metro 
Black and White Cab Company 
rests mainly with the Inkster 
senior population, Karim re¬ 
ported, although any resident 
in the area will be served. 
Karim said that the key to con¬ 
tinuing in the business is to 
keep competent drivers on 
hand and develop a reputation 
of trust and safety, one unlike 
that of the downtown New York 
“cabbies.” 

“Inkster is an area where the 
cab service is very important. 
My concern is the senior 
citizens,” Karim said. “We de- 
finitley want to serve the needs 
of the seniors.” 

What does is take to serve the 
needs of seniors? Lowe said it’s 
all a matter of being available 
when the time is right. 

“As far as the drivers are 
concerned, they have to be 
available to the public, mostly 
during the rush hours and when 
the seniors are trying to get 
home,” said Lowe. “The driver 
has to be available when he is 
needed most.” 

Although finding dependable 
drivers is a continuing prob-

There’s no place like home 

Counterpoint provides shelter to runaways

Two million teens between 
the ages of 12 and 17 will run 
away from home this year if 
the natioanl runaway average 
remains constant, largely due 
to sexual and physical abuse. 
The teens will for the most part 
run without a place for shelter, 
a home or nutrition. 

Some will sleep in fields, 
others will be picked up by 
police while still others will en¬ 
ter the world with no place to 
call “home” and no family to 
which they can turn. 

Counterpoint, an Inkster- 
based protection and help 
agency for such runaway vic¬ 
tims, is designed to provide 
that temporary place to call 
“home.” 

Barry Manning, director, 
called the national runaway 
rate alarming as he cited the 
more than 300 youths who seek 
help from the local shelter each 
year. Although he indicated 
that the problems that cause 
children to leave their home 
and seek another life are com¬ 
plex, Manning said that basi¬ 
cally runaways and their fami¬ 
lies have given up on the 
“team” effort at home. 

Counterpoint is one of sever¬ 
al programs directed by Youth 
Living Centers, a state-funded 
program that deals with the 
problems and discipline of 
youth. With offices throughout 
Wayne County and in Inkster 
and Wayne, Youth Living Cen¬ 
ters features a foster care 
program for abused children, 
specialized care for children 
who have been abused, two 
area group homes for teens 
ages 12 to 17, supervised inde¬ 
pendent living which allows 
youths who would otherwise go 
to an institution to receive spe-

cial guidance at a non-prison 
type of setting, employment 
training for youths entering the 
job force as well as the Coun¬ 
terpoint program. 

Begun in 1975 as a 12-bed run- - 
away shelter, the Counterpoint 
program has grown to encom¬ 
pass individual and family 
counseling for the runaways 
and specialized training to pre¬ 
vent future re-occurrances, 
according to Manning. 

“Basically we serve as a pre¬ 
vention program. Our kids 
come direct from the commun¬ 
ity,” Manning said of Counter¬ 
point. “Our goal is to provide 
help so that the kids can avoid 
going to the state system.” 

The runaway shelter, located 
in Inkster, is open 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week for 
youths seeking shelter. Man¬ 
ning said that the runaway vic¬ 
tims can stay in the facility for 
up to two weeks, although the 
normal visit to Counterpoint is 
one week. 

Although state budget cuts 
have limited the number of 
beds at the agency to eight. 
Manning said that an increas¬ 
ing number of runaway victims 
are seeking help from the coun¬ 
selors and staff members at 
Counterpoint. When first com¬ 
ing to the shelter, all youths are 
assigned to a counselor. 

According to Manning, the pur¬ 
pose of the agency regulation

that all youths have a counselor 
stems from the belief that run¬ 
away victims have developed a 
low self esteem, a feeling of 
peer inferiority and many are 
using running away as a last 
resort before contemplating 
suicide. 

“Typically when people 
come to us, there is a lot of 
blaming. The kids blame the 
parents and vice versa,*’ said 
Manning. “Usually, the prob¬ 
lem is that the family is just not 
working together as a team. 

“If we can change the way a 
family approaches a problem 
and urge them to seek long¬ 
term counseling, we can help 
them,” he added. 

One of the rules of the shelter 
before anyone is allowed to 
stay is that all youths identify 
themselves and notify their pa¬ 
rents within 24 hours after 


arriving. This restriction, Bar¬ 
ry said, provides the first step 
toward reuniting what has be¬ 
come a broken family unit as 
well as screening the youths 
who really are interested in re¬ 
solving their problems and not 
just wanting a place to stay for 
a night or two. 

As for why teens run away, 
Manning said that the reasons 
are often complex, but basical¬ 
ly it is because of abuse, press¬ 
ure from school or work or just 
general depression that is 
associated with the time of the 
year or holiday. 

“A lot of kids are running 
away from abuse and neglect,” 
said Manning. “Adolescence is 
a time of great change for kids 
and as they enter adolescence a 
lot of times there is a great 
change in the family. 

“Usually, they run away be¬ 
cause they think there is no

Take another look at the old kitchen stove

At the annual Janes’ Mother’s 
Day party, Aunt Phyllis pulled 
me aside and wanted to know all 
about those “new-fangled 
stoves that cook, grill, fry, rot- 
iss, barbecue and self-clean.” 
What started off as a “pat 
answer” soon evolved into ab¬ 
out an hour-long monologue ab¬ 
out the different types of cook¬ 
ing centers (the new terminolo¬ 
gy) that are now on the market 
for you, the homewoner and 
budding cook. 

Don’t get your feathers ruf¬ 
fled now, they still make Roper 
stoves. 

On a recent visit to Green field 
Village in Dearborn, we 
observed first-hand how bread 
was baked to golden perfection 
using the old woodburner - with- 
out the thermostat. Would 
Martha Washington and her 
famous Apple Pie ever have 
dreamed about the day when we 
could perform more than 10 
different cooking techniques on 
modern wonders today, then 
have the ability to flick a switch 
and watch all of our mistakes 
magically disappear, only to be¬ 
gin the process again, and 
again, and again. 

Recently at a major mid- 
western food show, I observed 
the new ranges that are being 
introduced to the 1986-buying 
nublic. Here’s a short descrip¬ 
tion off what I learned. By the 
way, Father’s Day is right 
around the comer. . . 

Convection ranges: Convec¬ 
tion ranges have really been 
around the industry for about 20 
years now. The restaurant in¬ 
dustry has always known of the 
convection ability to cook even¬ 
ly, whether it be on the top rack 
or bottom and quickly (about 15 
percent faster) and the ability to 
brown and seal in the juices . . . 



that can cost almost $2,000. 

I can’t forget to mention the 
combination ranges that bake 
conventionally, convection for 


speed and increasing volume 
and microwave all in one. Now 
don’t get me wrong folks, these 
are neat, but realize that you 
literally have to learn how to 
cook all over again when trying 
to figure out how to combi-cook. 
Some of the 1986 models of com- 


unicuiun langes rve seen can 
take a loaf of frozen breaddough 
right from the freezer, defrost it 
in the microwave, proof it to a 
rise, then bake it to a golden 
brown in little more than an 
hour. Of course, to be able to 
figure this all out, you need to 
have a Ph D. in aerodyamics 
and home economics. 

Last but not least let’s not 
forget the microwave. Now 
you can purchase prog¬ 
rammable-microwaves 
that “sense” humidity 
(My mom’s arthritis 
does that) and have 
“roto-sprays” 
that gently shower 
your food and make 
for incomparable 
cooking. Bull- 
, chips! Chocolate 
chip cookies don’t 
taste the same. 
(Or for that mat- 
Iter, look the 
same!) 

On second 
thought, let’s 
forget the micro- 
wave, we can deliv¬ 
er an entire column 
on their behalf at a la¬ 
ter date. Gee, I’m run¬ 
ning out of space and I 
have yet to mention the 
new “fad” ranges - you 
/ know, those big, institu¬ 
tional heavy, cast-iron giz¬ 
mos that need a special rein¬ 
forced floor. They have eight 
burners, grills, broilers, you 
name it, all at an unnameable 
price. (More than $5,000). 

Whatever your style, whatev¬ 
er your budget, whatever you 
want to accomplish in the kitch¬ 
en, it’s out there. Like I told 
Aunt Phyllis at the party: 
“Don’t buy anything you won’t 
know how to turn on.” Bon 
Appetit! 

FRIED TOMATOES 


MMMMMMmmmmgood!. The 
principle behind the convection 
has the roots of your oven. 
That’s really all it is, with a 
small electric fan that con¬ 
tinually circulates the hot air in¬ 
side the oven. 

Induction cooktops: Leave it 
to the Europeans to be in the 
forefront of contemporary, safe 
and economical cooking! Induc¬ 
tion cooktops are really “bur 
ners” that use the induction 
process of heat and energy 
transfer, operating more 
efficiently with the sur¬ 
face of the cookware. 

Years ago, when glass 
cooktops were the 
rage, people soon / 
found out how irri- / 
tating they were / 
when it came to / 
cooking, cleaning 
and general up¬ 
keep. Induction 
cooktops virtually 
alleviate messy 
boil-overs and what 
does spill, doesn’t 
“burn” onto the top 
They are virtual 
ly indestructable 
but one of the major 
drawbacks is that for 
proper use, the user 
should be using guaran¬ 
teed, flatbottom cookware. 

Of course, if you’re hoping 
for a new stove and cooktop, 
what’s another few hundred for 
new cookware? 

Convertible cook-top units: 
Convertible cooktop units are 
basic stoves with cooktop bur¬ 
ners that “pop-out” and are in¬ 
terchangeable. Now you can 
purchase a stove with basic 
electric burners and “viola” the 
next minute it can be a deep fat 
fryer, a barbecue, a short-order 
grill, a spit roast and a shish- 
kebaber. Of course, this is in 
addition to the old standbys like 
baking, broiling, boiling, brais¬ 


ing anu oungnng. to make this 
gizmo even more attractive, 
most manufacturers even in¬ 
clude a powerful ventilation sys¬ 


tem that whisks away smoke 
and odors, without the use of a 
rangehood. Ah, but here’s the 
rub. Plan on paying about 
$900 for the range unit. Then 
figure on about $150 a crack 
for each additional accessory. 
It’s easy to end up with a stove 


keep this one handy in the 
summer! 

5 tablespoons oil 
8 firm-but-ripe tomatoes, sliced 

1 inch thick 

2 teaspoons dill weed 

salt and fresh black pepper to 
tast 

2 tablespoons dry sherry 

Heat oil till hot in a large skil¬ 
let. Fry tomatoes, turning once 
till golden or until skin begins to 
crack. Do not overcook. Sprink¬ 
le lightly with dill, salt and pep¬ 
per. When tomatoes are cooked, 
keep tham warm in a low oven, 
meanwhile, heat skillet to hot, 
boil juices and add sherry, a lit¬ 
tle at a time, stirring frequently.

APPLE PANCAKES 
(Try this on that new grill!) 

2 large eggs 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1/4 teaspoon salt 

1 delicious apple, peeled, cored 
and sliced into thin rings 

2 tablespoons sugar 
dash cinnamon 

3-4 tablespoons cognac or 
brandy (optional) 

1/2 cup milk 

1/3 cup all purpose flour 

3 tablespoons butter 

Beat eggs till light and foamy. 
Add milk and 1 tablespoon 
sugar, blend in flour and salt 
and beat till smooth. Season 
grill or pan with butter and 
melt. Arrange apples in a single 
layer and cook till sizzling, ab¬ 
out three minutes. Pour batter 
over the apples and shake to dis¬ 
tribute evenly. Cook till golden 
brown, flip. Combine 2 tables¬ 
poons sugar with some cinna¬ 
mon and sprinkle over the top. If 
desired, warm Cognac or bran¬ 
dy, ignite and pour over top.

way a change will come at 
home. But, we also get real 
busy at certain times of the 
year - right after Christmas 
and report-card times are al¬ 
ways busy.” 

Manning reported that 40 
percent of the patients he coun¬ 
sels have reported some type of 
abuse within the family. Of that 
40 percent, 80 to 90 percent of 
the females have experienced 
sexual abuse as have one-half 
of the males. 

Aside from counseling, shel¬ 
ter visitors are also kept busy 
participating in the variety of 
preplanned activities and 
duties assigned by Counter¬ 
point officials. 

Manning said that each 
youth at Counterpoint starts 
his day at 7 a.m. fixing his own 
breakfast and starting his 
morning list of chores. The 
chore period is followed by 
education from the licensed 
teacher at the shelter, after¬ 
noon counseling and a set 
amount of free time. 

The rigid schedule, Manning 
said, is designed to reinforce a 
learning atmosphere, one that 
is designed to deal with and 
solve a runaway’s problems in¬ 
stead of just acknowledging 
them. 

“If kids are not working on 
their problems, they cannot 
stay. To us, solving problems 
means going back home to 
their famililes,” said Manning. 

Not all of the work done at 
Counterpoint is accomplished 
at the Inkster shelter, however. 
According to Manning, the 
agency also mans a 24-hour cri¬ 
sis line for youths contemplat¬ 
ing running away, needing 
answers or advice or just re¬ 
quiring a listening ear. 

Counterpoint relies almost 
totally on state funding for the 
$312,500 annual budget. Howev¬ 
er, additional financial aid is 
garnered through the many 
fundraising efforts of staff 
members. 

With attendance at the shel¬ 
ter increasing about 25 percent 
each year and with the threat of 
increased cuts in the federal 
and state budgets, Manning 
said that the agency is relying 
more and more on the fundrais¬ 
ers and individual contribu¬ 
tions to keep the programs 
alive. And in keeping with his 
goal of securing all the addi¬ 
tional funds possible, the prog¬ 
ram director reminded area 
citizens of the annual 10K fun 
run to benefit the organization. 

The run is sponsored this 
year by Youth Living Center 
and WDIV Channel 4 and will 
be different than the runs in 
years past. 

According to Manning, in

What is counterpoint? 

Counterpoint is a program of Youth Living Centers, a private, 
non-profit youth and family service agency. Counterpoint is a tem¬ 
porary shelter for runaways, throwaways, abused, neglected and 
homeless youth between the ages of 12 and 17. Shelter is provided 
for up to two weeks while youths work with their families to deal 
with the issues that caused family problems. The goal at Counter¬ 
point is family reunification whenever possible. 

What else does Counterpoint do? 

Counterpoint provides individual and group counseling, medical 
and legal help, a 24-hour crisis line, referrals for long-term counsel¬ 
ing and community education. 

What are the rules? 

Simply. Counterpoint does not allow drugs, alcohol, sex, weapons 
or violence. Everyone must have partental/guardian consent to 
stay within 24 hours, attend school, attend counseling and upkeep 
their house.

Westland seniors are calling building ‘home’

Members of the city of Westland 
Department on Aging senior prog¬ 
ram have only been in their new 
Newburgh Road facility for about 
five months now, but the spacious 
complex has become just like home 
to most members. 

Sylvia Kozorosky, deputy director 
of the department, said recently that 
the $1.2-million center has enabled 
the program to expand and provide 
services to additional members. In 
the building are three lunch rooms, a 
billiard room, meeting hall, adminis¬ 
trative offices and a kitchen. In addi¬ 
tion, seniors sporting a green thumb 
can exercise their plant-life affec¬ 
tions by caring for the many living 
plants in the center greenhouse. 

Those seniors that opt for just a bit 
more rigor in their daily routine can 
take a scroll along the paved route 
behind the senior complex where in¬ 
dividual exercise stations are de¬ 


signed to challenge physical health. 

The Westland Department on Ag¬ 
ing was formed in 1967 and was oper¬ 
ated out of the Dorsey Senior Center 
on Venoy. Under the direction of the 
Parks and Recreation Department 
until 1977, the department earned a 
separate budget and identity when 
council members decided that the 
senior population had grown so 
large that a separate department 
was needed, Kozorosky said. 

Today, the countless programs of 
the department operate out of the 
two senior centers on Newburgh 
Road and on Ann Arbor Trail, both in 
Westland. The new Newburgh cen¬ 
ter was constructed last year after 
the federal government provided 
grant monies enabling the seniors to 
vacate their small quarters on Mar¬ 
quette Road near the Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools com¬ 
plex. 

Programs in the department are 
broken into four main categories: 


recreational, specialized services, 
educational opporunities and admi¬ 
nistration. 

Among the recreational activities 
provided to seniors are weekly bingo 
and pinochle games, field trips to 
places both far and near and fitness 
training. In addition, seniors are 
able to interact frequently at the 
senior center which is open 9 a.m. to 
5 p.m. Monday through Friday. 

Kozorosky said that the services 
provided by the department are de¬ 
signed to keep seniors in their homes 
as long as possible. Thus, she said, 
with individual care and aid, the 
seniors can live at home and not 
have to enter into a nursing-home 
situation. 

Included in the services provided 
to seniors are home chores such as 
grass cutting and home mainte¬ 
nance, telephone assurance where 
more than 200 seniors are called 
each day by Department staffers to 
check on their well being and just to 
chat, legal assistance, tax prepara¬ 


tion, transportation to grocery 
stores, hospitals and family as well 
as lunches and meals on a daily 
basis. 

Educational services include 
handicraft training such as knitting, 
tatting, crocheting and caning. The 
educational offerings, Kozorosky 
said, are conducted in cooperation 
with the Wayne-Westland schools. 

The department deputy director 
added that new faces are always 
welcomed and that new members 
are bound to find a familiar face 
among the hundreds of existing 
members. Most programs, Kozoros¬ 
ky continued, have a nominal fee or 
none at all and are open to seniors in 
the city of Westland and surround¬ 
ing communities who are 55 years of 
age or older. 

Kozorosky urged interested 
seniors to stop by the senior center 
at 1119 N. Newburgh or call 722-7632 
to learn how the city Department on 
Aging can make life easier in the 
‘‘golden years.”

doesn’t stop after the one night. 
Tucker added, as a host of field trips 
are planned for (he summer. Seniors 
will be making treks to the cities of 
Toronto, Nashville, Mackinac Is¬ 
land. Lansing and the Westgate Din¬ 
ner Theatre this year. In addition, 
the seniors will travel just a little 
closer to home as they meet at the 
Wayne Community Center each 
week for the regular Thursday 
meetings. 

Even as the Golden Hour Club 
members enjoy card playing, bingo 
and social interaction at the many 
recreational events. Tucker said 
that not all senior programs are fun 
and games in Wayne. The program 
director explained that a home 
chore program and grass-cutting 
service will be continued this sum¬ 
mer for approximately 60 seniors. 

The grass-cutting service is 
offered each year, she said, and is 
free to all eligible seniors. A worker 
hired by the senior deparment will 
cut the lawns on a regular basis. The 
program is funded through the 
Senior Alliance, a Wayne-based 
planning and financial center for all 
senior activities in the metro Detroit 
area. 

Although 60 seniors are being 
given this service this year, Tueker 
said that many more seniors are in 
need of assistance. She said that 
most seniors are willing to pay to 
have the lawn mowed or bushes 


trimmed but are unable to find the 
labor force to provide the service. 
She hopes to have a service avail¬ 
able soon that will allow interested 
laborers the opportunity to be con¬ 
nected with seniors needing assist¬ 
ance with home and garden mainte¬ 
nance. 

Aside from the services, the Gol¬ 
den Hour Club members listen to a 
variety of guests speakers about 
twice each month on subjects rang¬ 
ing from health care, fitness, legal 
advice and travel. Coming up is a 
presentation by hearing specialists 
at Annapolis Hospital on hearing 
loss in seniors. 

Tucker reported that many times 
seniors are blamed for creating 
their own hearing loss by family 
members who do not really under¬ 
stand the loss of the human sense. 
The program will address how the 
ear functions, what hearing loss is, 
the effects of hearing loss on people 
and their families as well as equip¬ 
ment demonstrations. 

The session will be from 7 to9p.m. 
June 3 at the Wayne Community 
Center. Reservations are needed. 
Tucker said, although there is no 
charge. 

Tucker reminded Wayne seniors 
that the city has countless programs 
available during the “golden 
years,” services that will to help add 
the extra shine and convenience to 
that portion of a person’s life.
